Clarke students feel long-term effects of war

was going to Iraq, she was 

devastated. "I will never 

m4 forget that moment when he 

said, 'Hey Chelle, sit down I have some- 

thing to tell you. I am going to be gone for 

a few months. Don't worry, I'm not scared 

or worried, everything is going to be 
okay." 

Tom Dissette, from Chicago, went to 
Iraq on July 16 with the U.S. Air Force as 
part of the Expeditionary Medical Group. 

Dissette worked on many Iraqi trauma 
patients as well as injured contractors 
from countries such as Pakistan and 
Kuwait. Most of the patients were 
involved in vehicle collisions or were heat 
stress victims. When he first got there, the 
temperature was at least 130 degrees dur- 
ing the day. 

Dissette said he 
didn't feel he was 
in a lot of danger. 
Although not in 
combat, he had to 
carry a weapon off 
base, when on alert 
status, and on planes while flying rescue 
missions. 

Dissette joined the service because he 
wanted to serve his country. “I saw what 
happened to our country during 9-11, and 
it will never happen again,” he said. He 
completely agrees with President Bush on 
why the United States went into Iraq, and 
he talked to many people in Iraq who had 
nothing but thanks and praise for them.

Even 
if they never find 
weapons of mass 
destruction, I would do it 
again in a heartbeat 
because we freed those 
people.” Dissette did find 
it hard to be away from his family, 
although it got easier as time went on. 
“The hardest part of being in Iraq, 
though, was not being able to do things 
you usually do,” he said. "Things like 
going out on a Friday night or eating 
some good Italian food or celebrating the 
holidays — stuff you normally take for

ly,”’Dissette said. “However, being so 
close all the time also caused a few con- 
flicts.” 

Dissette came home from Iraq on Feb. 13 
and admits that it is kind of weird to be at 
home now. “To tell you the truth, I sort of 
miss that place,” he said. “I spent seven 
months of my life there and have many 
fond memories. It is just always a transi- 
tion in the military, whether it is a transi- 
tion from being deployed or moving to a 
new base. It will just take a few days to 
transition back into this lifestyle.” 

Lang said she is thrilled about her 
cousin being home. “When my cell 
phone rang on February 13 and it was 
him, I didn't know what to do,” she said.
